Suggestions on the 


conservation 


Norbert Rhinerso#, Mafigér"of 
the Reading Municipal Light 
Department (which services the 
Town of Wilmington) has 
forwarded to the Town Crier a 
copy of a letter received from the 
State Department of Public 
Uullities on the new popular sub- 
ject of conservation of energy. 
Dear Mr. Rhinerson: 

We are all acutely aware that 
the supply of fuel for electrical 
generation pusposes is, to say the 
least, uncertain and it appears that 
it will continue so for some time. 
We are also aware that the shor- 
tage is the result of factors beyond 
our control. To add to the com- 
plexity of the situation, it is not 
even possible to obtain timely and 
accurate information on the sub- 
ject of fuel supply. 

It i8 my considered opinion that 
there are some positive steps that 
the municipal light companies can 
take to alleviate, at least to some 
degree, the potential shortage in 
electrical energy, and 1 propose 
that the municipals work with 
their customers to seek voluntary 
reductions, whereever reasonable, 
in the use of electricity. I am par- 
ticularly concerned with large 
commercial and industrial users. 
For example, the curtailment of 
the use of lighted billboards and 
other types of advertising, as well 
as the shortening of business hours 
for chain and department stores, 
would appear to be areas where 
savings, both in energy and de- 
mand, could be effected, 

We will shortly be entering a 
season which traditionally calls 
for the abundant use of lighting. I 
believe that a program should be 


of energy 


indtituted Immadiately, by electric 
municipals to discourage the in- 
discriminate use of lighting for or- 
namental of. decorative, rather 
than illuminative, purposes by 
commercial, municipal and 
domestic customers while the 
crisis lasts, 

T would further suggest . that 
electric municipals immediately 
urge retail establishments to defer 
using holiday lighting until just 
before Christmas. 

I am aware that some 
municipals have already em- 
barked on this type of program. 
However, in view of the urgency of 
the situation, every municipal 
should propose a plan of this type. 
Each municipal should promptly, 
and in no event later than 14 days, 
advise the Department as to its 
plans in this respect for energy 
conservation.

The world every now and then should be 
allowed to sit back and enjoy a chuckle. 
‘Two of them are to be found, currently, in 
the antics of a publication in Tewksbury. 

‘TheMerrimack Valley Advertiser is well 
known because of its free distribution. 
There are newsmen who call it the 
Merrimack Valley Plagiarizer because the 
greater part of its news is stolen from such 
publications as the Lowell Sun, the Boston 
Globe and the Boston Herald-Advertiser. 

It exists because of an exclusive contract 
with the DeMoulas chain of stores. This 
contract was once offered to the Town 
Crier, and was refused. With such a con- 
tract in its back pocket the Plagiarizer 
proclaims itself to be a per. 

A recent story in that publication was 
stolen from a legitimate newspaper where 
an error had been made, and it proclaimed 
that a major crisis existed in Tewksbury 
High School, because of a waterproblem. 


According to one member of the Tewksbury 
School Committee, that committee has 
been waiting for an apology on the front 
page. It is still waiting, after two weeks. 

More recently that publication tried to 
stir up trouble in Wilmington for a local 
company. There had been an error printed 
in the Town Crier, and sanctimoniously the 
Plagiarizer pointed out that it had not made 
the mistake, Neither had the Town Crier, 
but the Town Crier very carefully refrained 
from pointing a finger at others. 

An attempt was’ made to trap the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen: Cooly and 
carefully, the Wilmington Selectmen 
skirted the pitfall that had been dug, and 
are to be congratulated on their avoidance 
of the trap. 

Unlike some members of the Tewksbury 
School Committee, the Wilmington

George Boylen “‘I agree with 
you, Mrs, Kitchener. Some things 
should be done.” 

Mike Caira said that he thought 
the ing done was being 
conceived as a job for the whole 
town. He hoped so, because his 
faucets were producing water that 
was a cross between chocolate and 
apple cider 

Mrs. Kitchener: They 
talking about building a new 
school, up in a bog, and we can’t 
even use the presen’ facilities in 
the town. 

Someone suggested that the 
chairman of the Water Com- 
missioners should hold up the in- 
stallation of new pipes until the 
cause of the troubles had been 
determined. 

George Boylen took time to 
explain how the Water Com- 
missioners run the Wilmington 
Water Department. By act of the 
legislature it is a self supporting 
department. The commissioners 
have to raise money themselves, 
or else have to ask the Town 
Meeting for money. ‘What burns 
me is that the industries in this 
town use two thirds of the water, 
and pay for one third of the cost of 


water.” a 


“Interestingly enough,’ thie 
(Wilmington) Chamber of 
Commetee supports the Idea of ‘an 
increase in industtial water fates, 
and the Board of Water Com. 
missioners do not."* 

"To give the Water Com- 


missioners credit, they don't want & 


bucks, 


that “for every industry thit com. 
es into Witmington our taxes go up! 
not down."" * 

Jim Mancini, of Chestnut Strédt 
had been listening intently. He had 
installed a filter set in his water 
line, he told the selectmen, and be 
had a filter with him that had been 
used just three weeks. 

He had two. One was unused. It 
was white. ‘The other was of the 
color of apple cider.

For Woburn Street 


A thirty two 


A thirty two foot, building, of 
brick, is to be constructed shortly 
‘on Woburn Street, near the home 
and office of the Smith Pump Com- 
pany. The Board of Selectmen 
were so advised, on November 
12th, ‘and they were unhappy to 
hear the news. 

‘The building is to be constructed 
by the Lowell Gas Company. It 
will be thirty two feet long and 
thirty two feet wide, and will look, 
as much as possible, like a 
residence. 

The purpose is to have a place 
for a “gateway” - a place where 
the flow of gas, in the Tennessee 
pipe lines can be measured. The 
only activity will be the visit of one 
vehicle a day, to change charts on 
meters. 

Selectman Danny Gillis wanted 


to know why the building could not 
be erected near the Avco plant on 
Lowell Street, where the 
Tennessee gas line crosses that 
street. He was told that the 
Massachussetts .DPU, in August 
1971 had approved an order for the 
Woburn Street site, at the same 
time as it had ordered the LNG 
site to be transferred to Ballard- 
vale Street. 

Lowell Gas was represented by 
Donald Goodick, an engineer, and 
Foster Porter.

said, with the new building. There 
would be, strictly as a safety 
device, a material called Mercap- 
tan, in the gas, a deodorant which 
could be detected by smell, if any 
gas were to escape.
